ELBA NEGRO GETS LIFE TERM 


Robert Edwards, the ac~ 
cused slayer of Alabama 
State Trooper Cpl. T. O, 
Gillilan last summer south 
of Luverne, was sentenced 
to life imprisonment Tues- 
day by Circuit Judge Arthur 
E, Gamble, The 22 yéar 
old Elba Negro was meted 
the sentence after he offer- 
ed a plea of guilty, Judge 
Gamble invoked the sen- 
tence under a 1969 law 
that gives the presiding 
judge the option to present 
such a case to the jury 
or determine the degree of 
the offense and fix the pu- 
nishment himself. Under 
the law, however, the de- 
fendent may demand a jury 
trial and the judge cannot 
impose capital punishment 
without a jury trial. 

The Judge’s decision 
came early Tuesday morn- 
ing while the court was qua- 
lifying jurors for the court 
session, Edward’s attor- 
ney, Morris Dees, along 


with Edwards, approached 
the bench and conversed 
with the judge for about 15 
minutes and the judge pro- 
nounced the sentence, The 
sentence was the culmina- 
tion of private negotiations 
between defense attorney 
Morris Dees, Crenshaw 
County Prosecutor Billy 
King, and District Attor- 
ney Jessie O, Bryan of 
Greenville, 


The crime occured last 
summer when Trooper Gil- 
lilan attempted to serve a 
traffic violation ticket, Ed- 
wards was driving a vehicle 
leading the one the officer 
had stopped for the viola- 
tion, and returned to the 
scene of the arrest. 

Edwards then  tussled 
with the trooper, and wres- 
tled the officer’s pistol 
from him and fired four 
shots, one of which hit 
Gillilan in the back of the 
head,

ASC Reminds 
Farmers Of New 
Cotton Laws 


With cotton harvest 
nearly completed some 
points for cotton growers 
to keep in mind were men- 
tioned by Jl.elon Weeks, 
Chairman of the Coffee 
County Agricultural Stabi- 
lization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee, 

He listed the availability 
of price-support loans and 
discussed procedures, ad 
vised growers to obrain 
gin records of 1970 cotton 
production, and cautioned 
growers who have an 
interest in more than one 
farm to be sure the cotton 
from each farm is properly 
identified on the gin 
records, 

Price support loans are 


available from harvest 
through May 31, 1971, In- 
dividual producers may 


have loan papers prepared 
by their County ASCS Of- 
fice or by approved cotton 
loan clerks located at gins, 
banks, warehourse, cot- 
ton trade offices and simi- 
lar locations, 

Producers who are 
members of approved cot- 
ton cooperative marketing 
associations may obtain 
price-support loans that a 
producer’s agent may pool 
loan cotton with other pro- 
ducer’s cotton for market- 
ing purposes and distribute 
marketing proceeds on a 
pro rata basis, Also, af- 
ter a producer obtains a 
price-support Joan on his 
cotton, he may contract 
to sell the loan equity at a 
Set price, with the buyer 
redeeming the cotton at a
